Gance this season is the sharp increase in admittance charges. 1 
have noted the absence of familiar faces from previous seasons. 
A modest increase over last season would probably have been 
accepable, but the new prices are more compatible with higher 
leagues. On a personal note, as a Senior Citizen with a fixed 
income, I met the £51 increase on my Season Ticket by sacri- 
ficing my Wycombe Heights Golf Membership.
